1. OUR FILES INDICATE THAT NED BAYNE PLANNED TO SUMMARIZE 
THE POINTS DISCUSSED AND DISTRIBUTE A PAPER TO THE 
PARTICIPANTS PLUS THE GOVERNMENTS OF US, UK, GREECE AND TURKEY 
(ROME 13197 OF NOVEMBER 28, 1973). IN ADDITION, WE NOTED DEPTEL 
237807 OF DECEMBER 5, 1973 THAT THE DEPARTMENT HAD DEBRIEFED THE 
US PARTICIPANTS IN CONFERENCE. (CYRUS VANCE FORMER DEPSECDEF, 

LUCIUS BATTLE AND PHILLIP TALBOT BOTH FORMER ASST SECY'S OF STATE 
WERE PARTICIPANTS.) PRESUMABLY THERE IS A RECORD SOMEWHERE. 

FINALLY, WITH DEPARTMENT APPROVAL WE POUCHED TAPES OF THE CON- 
FERENCE VIA AMEMBASSY NICOSIA TO DENKTASH AND CLERIDES. WE 
ASSUMED THAT NICOSIA WOULD REVIEW THE TAPES BEFORE PASSING THEM ON. 

2. WE HAVE CHECKED WITH BAYNE AND OBTAINED TWO DOCUMENTS 
WHICH WE ARE POUCHING TO STABLER. THESE ARE THE CYPRUS 
PROBLEM AND ITS SOLUTION, AN INTERNATIONAL SEMINAR 

REPORT BY ELIE DEDOURIE PREPARED AT THE END OF THE CONFERENCE 
WHICH WAS CONCLUDED ON NOVEMBER 25, 1973 AND THE PROBLEM 
OF CYPRUS, CONSTITUTIONAL AND POLITICAL ASPECTS, WRITTEN BY 
PLOYVIOS G. POLVYIOU, A LECTURER AT OXFORD. THIS PAPER HAS ONLY
